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FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 

About Your “Flying Eaglet” 

I gather there are some read- 
ers who have contemplated put- 
ting forth a coin magazine. Also 
others might like to know what 
happens to their copy when it 
reaches our office. 

Here is an outline of the gen- 
eral procedure on the publishing 
of our “Eaglet”. 

Some 40 to 60 pieces of mail 
are received daily, consisting of 
subscriptions, ad copy, sample in- 
quiries, and correspondence. 

Through our personal contact, 
mail, research, your comments 
and suggestions, we outline our 
future issues. 

Ad copies are checked over 
and layed out for spacing, which 
usually is close to the deadline. 
This is a general nemesis editors 
must cope with each issue. Early 
copy would be less apt to have 
errors, which would make any 
editor happy. As early as possible 
copy is brought to the printers 
for typesetting. This is done with 
a large Linotype, a machine sim- 
ilar to the every day typewriter. 
It presses out numbers, words 
and signs on alloyed lead slugs 
one-half inch to width of a page. 
Proof impressions are made for 
the proof reader and the editor 
to check over for errors, layout, 
etc. The copy is then ready for 
corrections and the press. Cuts 
of photos are made at the engrav- 
ers, which takes three to ten 
days service. The presses then 
roll and some 10,000 sheets are 
ready for folding, collating and 
finally delivery. This is not all, 
the new issue is then put through 
the addressograph. This machine 
holds the name and address plates 
of our subscribers, its impression 
is put on the top of the issue. 
The new issue is then segregated 
by states, possessions, and for- 
eign countries. They are counted 
and tied into bundles ready for 
the post office and on its journey 
to you. 

A quantity is set aside for re- 
quests of sample copies. 

So there you have an idea of 
how your copy of the “Flying 
Eaglet” is set up. If you noted 
Criswell’s color ad display in the 
February issue, this sheet was 
run three times through the press 
for its three colored page.

Checking further for an altered 
date. As of 1918 the initials V.D.- 
B. were restored at the rim be- 
neath Lincolns shoulder. Only by 
using a strong glass can this be 
seen. All Lincolns 1918 to date 
have these initials. Fortunately, 
the seller did not pay very much 
for it. Someone could have very 
well paid top price for it, of some 
$60.00.
